(AP) - Pay 
hikes for state lawmakers, statewide 
elected officials and judges cleared its last 
hurdle to final consideration in the Missouri 
Senate Wednesday, 


And soon after the Senate Budget Control

pass." 


The committee, which assesses the 
state's ability to pay for legislation, passed 
the pay hike for legislators on a 3-2 vote, the 
hike for statewide elected officials on a 4-0 


vote with one abstention and the judges’ pay 
increase on a 8-0 vote. 


Reassessment is aimed at equalizing 
property valuations upon which property 
taxes are based. Studies have indicated 
most property in Missouri is valued at less 
than the required 33 per cent of true value. 


In other committee action Wednesday, 
the House Fees, Salaries and Retirement 
committee revived statewide reassessment 
of property in the state by tacking it on to a 
Senate bill the committee was considering. 
A House bill calling for statewide property 
reassessment had been defeated by a 
Senate committee earlier, 


Property valuation is a key factor in the 
distribution of school aid in the state, and 
inaccurate valuations of property can result 
in unequal distribution of state aid to 
schools.

The United States is due for another baby boom, thinks 
one observer — the Pill, more women working and 
concern over population control notwithstanding. 
The very fact that the birth rate has fallen to 1.8 
children per woman, less than replacement level, almost 
insures it will happen, says University of Michigan 
economist and demographer Prof. Donald D. Lee. 
“Today's children will comprise a relatively small age 
group when they become young adults during the 1980s 
and 1990s,“ he says. “As a result, their job and income 
prospects will be improved. Feeling more prosperous, 
they will marry earlier and have more children. 
Families of three or more children will become common 
again." 
He notes that during the Depression of the 1930s, the 
birth rate dipped to about 2.1 children per woman, 
exactly replacement level. Because there were so few 
children in that age group, they fared better with jobs 
and income when they reached maturity. 
These young adults gave birth to more children during 
the postwar years. When the baby-boom children in turn 
began coming of age during the 1960s and 1970s, this 
much larger population found itself faring worse 
economically and because of it elected to have fewer 
children. 
As further evidence of the powerful influence of 
economics on the birth rate, Lee points out that the 
Depression-era figure of 2.1 was achieved long before 
many contraceptives used today were invented. The 
birth rate peaked in 1957 at 3.7, and then began a steady 
fall to the current 1.8 more than a decade before the 
environmental and women’s liberation movements. 
It isn’t absolute income that affects a generation’s 
birth rate, however, but how income compares with 
expectations. Because they are both fewer in number 
and are growing up in an era of economic uncertainty, 
Lee believes today’s children will find themselves in 
better economic circumstances than they expect and will 
thus repeat the reproductive performance of the children 
of die ’30s.

The average shopping center parking lot is more than 
25 per cent larger than it needs to be, according to a study 
by a transportation planning or ganization. 
While most shopping centers are built with 5.5 parking 
spaces for each, 1,000 square feet of gross leasable area 
in the center, the survey found that even on the busiest 
shopping days of the year — weekends between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas — only a tiny fraction of the 
shopping centers needed that much room for customers’ 
cars, reports the national accounting firm of Coopers & 
Lybrand. 
Unfortunately, the study doesn’t say how many 
parking spaces are taken up by people who park 
crosswise or who deliberately take two spaces to protect 
their fenders from their neighbors’ door edges, or how 
many spaces are occupied by abandoned shopping cars. 
Seriously, though, the study points out that this excess 
parking space is simply wasted space that could be 
better utilized for landscaping or for other productive 
and profitable uses. Additional savings could be realized 
from lower maintenance costs for smaller parking lots.

Cancer-Linked Drug 
PR Firm Tries To Sell 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
W A SH IN G TO N -- An 
apocryphal story is told about 
an advertising firm which was 
asked to produce a slick cam­ 
paign to sell cigarettes after 
the Surgeon General deter­ 
mined they caused cancer. For 
days, the ad men agonized over 
how to overcome the health- 
hazard problem. At last, a 
bright young executive came 
up with a slogan for the new 
campaign: “Cancer is good for 
you!” 
Huckstering hasn’t quite 
sunk to that level at Hill and 
Knowlton, the nation’s largest 
public relations firm. But the 
New York firm has secretly 
proposed an all-out media 
offensive to push a drug that 
has been linked to cancer and 
birth defects. 
The drug is estrogen, which 
m illio n s of w om en in 
menopause take to replace the 
hormones they have lost. But 
recent tests indicate that use of 
the drug increases the risk of 
cancer of the uterus. 
Ayerst Laboratories, which 
produces an estrogen drug 
called Premarin, responded to 
the danger by adding a warn­ 
ing to the label But Hill and 
Knowlton viewed the cancer 
risk merely as a public rela­ 
tions problem. “Menopause re­ 
mains a fashionable topic, 
cancer is alaways current, 
drug side effects have not lost 
their journalistic appeal,” the 
firm warned. “Sales could be 


eroding at an accelerating 
rate.” 
Disregarding the medical 
evidence, the firm called for “a 
communications program to 
provide quick counteraction” 
to the news that estrogen users 
were more likely to get cancer. 
The PR firm offered to “coun­ 
teract unfavorable publicity in­ 
cidents” by placing “a com­ 
prehensive article on the 
m e n o p au se in a m a jo r 
women’s magazine.” The arti­ 
cle would be slanted, presuma­ 
bly, in favor of estrogen. 
“The prime targets here 
would be McCall’s, Ladies 
Home Journal Family Circle 
and Redbook," the company 
suggested. “A possible theme is 
the stages of life that women 
pass through - the triumphs, 
tragedies, challenges of each.” 
The firm was also prepared 
to place articles “with syndi­ 
cated columnists on newspa­ 
pers’ women’s pages.” The 
com pany’s own hucksters 
would also write articles for 
small-town readers. “Features 
and shorter fillers should be 
distributed to suburban and 
small town daily and weekly 
newspapers through Hill and 
Knowlton’s service that pro­ 
vides, free of charge, material 
in ready-to-use form.” 
The company even wanted 
to hire and train a “television 
spokeswoman” who would de­ 
fend the drug on talk shows 
across the country. A film on 


The PR men offered to train 
Ayerst spokesmen to rebut 
“damaging commentary” by 
delivering “a prepared or 
spontaneous comment confi­ 
dentially and convincingly.” 
Ayerst flatly rejected the Hill 
and Knowlton schem e. It 
“seemed to be insensitive to the 
concern about cancer and 
estrogen therapy,” a spokeswo­ 
man explained 
But Hill and Knowlton has 
been consoled The firm has 
been hired to promote sac­ 
charin, another drug that tests 
have shown could cause 
cancer. The PR experts will 
utilize their many strategies to 
attack the Fbod and Drug Ad­ 
ministration for banning sac­ 
charin. 
This m ultim illion-dollar 
campaign will be financed by 
the Calorie Control Council a 
group of diet soda producers 
that rely on the artificial 
sweetener.

the UAW's 25th con­ 
stitutional convention in Los 
Angeles next week, Doug will 
succeed Jimmy Carter’s closest 
labor ally - the incumbent 
president Leonard Woodcock, 
first of America's major union 
chiefs to back the President in 
the primaries and first to ac­ 
tually retire from the UAW 
presidency. As a vice president 
he succeeded the Redhead after 
Ruther died in a 1970 fog- 
shrounded plane crash. In 1946, 
Ealter beat the late R. J. 
“ Thommy” 
Thomas, 
then 
president, 
in a 
clangorous, 
uproarious convention by a 
razor-edged 166 votes. 
In the late ’70s, decision­ 
making in the UAW won’t be 
easy. Half the UAW’s members 
are young - with less than six 
years in the plants. And among 
those 700,000 newcomers, youth 
hasn’t been wasted on the young 
whom I’m told average 30 years 
of age or less. 
There are powerful black 
militant leaders, caucuses and 
factions. 
There 
are 
the 
“children” of the Southerners 
who came over the river from 
the South during World War II 
as “kids” themselves. There are 
the hundreds of thousands who 
saw Alabama Gov. George 
Wallace as their leader and 
voted for him for President in 
the primaries. 
There 
are 
Arabs 
and 
Chi canoe. They could all be a 
mixed bag of woes for the new 
president 
It won’t be Walter’s or 
Woodcock’s shoes alone Doug 
Fraser must fill. It’s the UAW’s 
Reutherite leadership cadre’s 
traditional 
philosophical 
Socialism and world working, 
class solidarity which will run 
like a TV teleprompter as 
Fraser goes into battle. 
And what’s left for Fraser 
during the two terms he has 
before he must retire because of 
a 65-year-old age limit on any 
candidate? There’s the shor­ 
tening of the shorter work week 
in which the UAW pioneered. 
Less time on the job. The final 
goal - a four-day work week. 
And there’s the siren pull of 
the mostly non-unionized sun­ 
belt. But none of all this will 
satisfy the militant membership 


- growing ever younger as 
though it has taken long swigs of 
Ponce de Leon’s magic well The 
old-timers are “retiring out.” 
Their pensions will run high - 
over $700 a month. 
There will be ‘‘new" Southern 
organizing campaigns and 
goals. Fraser may seek to follow 
his 
British 
colleagues 
in 
“Chrysler United Kingdom" - 
and get the corporate books 
open, even the confidential data. 
Get 
some 
form 
of 
co­ 
management “rigit." It’s all 
conjecture. Why? 
Doug Fraser says, “We are all 
victims of our own propaganda. 
He realizes that his old cadres 
and comrades by the hundreds, 
the Reugher men who must 
retire en masse by 1963, haven’t 
any instant recognition factor 
among 
the 
union’s 
youner 
workers who are far more 
fascinated by income than by 
ideology. 
He knows that many labor 
officials were revolutionaries in 
the '30s. Took power from the 
extremists and hung tough in the 
'40s. Consolidated into bard 
bargainers in the '50s. Became 
statesmen in the ‘60s. Are 
pondering retirement to sun 
cities in the ’70s. And eyeing the 
younger men who will succeed 
them in the '80s. Dominating 
their musing are the younger 
workers’ militant drumbeats. 
But at the auto union con­ 
vention on Monday, May 16,

If Jimmy tears the 5,000 
delegates and guest off their 
Convention Center seats, the 
President will have sent a

to the rest of 
American labor which is so 
unhappy with him.

the traditional men of power 
inside labor. He will have shown 
that he needn’t deal with the 
veterans of the AFL-CIO - and 
that he does have a base in toe

shown that he really owes little 
to any one union chief. That ia- 
if Jimmy rips them off their 
seats.

TIME FOR A BABY BOOM? 
The United States is due for another baby boom, thinks 
one observer — the Pill, more women working and 
concern over population control notwithstanding. 
The very fact that the birth rate has fallen to 1.8 
children per woman, less than replacement level, almost 
insures it will happen, says University of Michigan 
economist and demographer Prof. Donald D. Lee. 
“Today’s children will comprise a relatively small age 
group when they become young adults during the 1980s 
and 1990s,” he says. “As a result, their job and income 
prospects will be improved. Feeling more prosperous, 
they will marry earlier and have more children. 
Families of three or more children will become common 
again.” 
He notes that during the Depression of the 1930s, the 
birth rate dipped to about 2.1 children per woman, 
exactly replacement level. Because there were so few 
children in that age group, they fared better with jobs 
and income when they reached maturity. 
These young adults gave birth to more children during 
the postwar years When the baby-boom children in turn 
began coming of age during the 1960s and 1970s, this 
much larger population found itself faring worse 
economically and because of it elected to have fewer 
children. 
As further evidence of the powerful influence of 
economics on the birth rate, Lee points out that the 
Depression-era figure of 2.1 was achieved long before 
many contraceptives used today were invented. The 
birth rate peaked in 1957 at 3.7, and then began a steady 
fall to the current 1.8 more than a decade before the 
environmental and women’s liberation movements. 
It isn’t absolute income that affects a generation's 
birth rate, however, but how income compares with 
expectations. Because they are both fewer in number 
and are growing up in an era of economic uncertainty, 
Lee believes today’s children will find themselves in 
better economic circumstances than they expect and will 
thus repeat the reproductive performance of the children 
of the ’30s.

LOTS OF PARKING LOTS 
The average shopping center parking lot is more than 
25 per cent larger than it needs to be, according to a study 
by a transportation planning or ganization. 
While most shopping centers are built with 5.5 parking 
spaces for each, 1,000 square feet of gross leasable area 
in the center, the survey found that even on the busiest 
shopping days of the year — weekends between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas — only a tiny fraction of the 
shopping centers needed that much room for customers’ 
cars, reports the national accounting firm of Coopers & 
Lybrand. 
Unfortunately, the study doesn’t say how many 
parking spaces are taken up by people who park 
crosswise or who deliberately take two spaces to protect 
their fenders from their neighbors’ door edges, or how 
many spaces are occupied by abandoned shopping cars. 
Seriously, though, the study points out that this excess 
parking space is simply wasted space that could be 
better utilized for landscaping or for other productive 
and profitable uses. Additional savings could be realized 
from lower maintenance costs for smaller parking lots.

Cancer-Linked Drug 
PR Firm Tries To Sell

W A S H IN G T O N -- 
An 
apocryphal story is told about 
an advertising firm which was 
asked to produce a slick cam ­ 
paign to sell cigarettes after 
the Surgeon General deter­ 
mined they caused cancer For 
days, the ad men agonized over 
how to overcome the health 
hazard problem 
At last, a 
bright young executive came 
up with a slogan for the new 
campaign “Cancer is good for 
you'” 
H uckstering h asn 't quite 
sunk to that level at Hill and 
Knowlton. the nation’s largest 
public relations firm But the 
New York firm has secretly 
proposed an all-out m edia 
offensive to push a drug that 
has been linked to cancer and 
birth defects 
The drug is estrogen, which 
m illio n s o f w o m e n 
in 
menopause take to replace the 
hormones they have lost. But 
recent tests indicate that use of 
the drug increases the risk of 
cancer of the uterus. 
Ayerst Laboratories, which 
produces an estrogen drug 
called Premarin. responded to 
the danger by adding a w arn­ 
ing to the label. But Hill and 
Knowlton viewed the cancer 
risk merely as a public rela­ 
tions problem “Menopause re­ 
m ains a fashionable topic, 
cancer is alaw ays current, 
drug side effects have not lost 
their journalistic appeal, the 
firm warned ‘Sales could be 


eroding at an accelerating 
rate" 
D isregarding the m edical 
evidence, the firm called for “a 
communications program to 
provide quick counteraction" 
to the news that estrogen users 
were more likely to get cancer, 
The PR firm offered to “coun­ 
teract unfavorable publicity in­ 
cidents” by placing “a com­ 
preh en siv e a rtic le on the 
m e n o p a u s e in a m a jo r 
women’s magazine " The arti­ 
cle would be slanted, presum a­ 
bly. in favor of estrogen 
T h e prim e targets here 
would be McCall’s, Ladies 
Home Journal, Family Circle 
and Red book.” the company 
suggested. “A possible theme is 
the stages of life that women 
pass through -- the triumphs, 
tragedies, challenges of e ach " 
The firm was also prepared 
to place articles “with syndi 
cated columnists on new spa 
pers’ women’s pages." The 
co m p an y 's own h u ck sters 
would also write articles for 
small town readers “Features 
and shorter fillers ^iould be 
distributed to suburban and 
small town daily and weekly 
newspapers through HUI and 
Knowltons service that pro­ 
vides. free of charge, material 
in ready-to-use form " 
The company even wanted 
to hire ami train a “television 
spokeswoman" who would de­ 
fend the drug on talk shows 
across the country A film on 


menopause, touting the drug, 
co u ld also be show n to 
women's clubs, the firm sug­ 
gested 
The PR men offered to train 
Ayerst spokesmen to rebut 
“damaging commentary” by 
delivering “a prepared or 
spontaneous comment confi­ 
dentially and convincingly " 
Ayerst flatly rejected the Hill 
and K now lton schem e 
It 
“seemed to be insensitive to the 
concern about cancer and 
estrogen therapy," a spokeswo­ 
man explained 
But Hill and Knowlton has 
been consoled The firm has 
been hired to promote sac­ 
charin, another drug that tests 
have shown could cause 
cancer The PR experts will 
utilize their many strategies to 
attack the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration for banning sac­ 
charin 
This m u ltim illion-dollar 
campaign will be financed by 
the Calorie Control Council, a 
group of diet soda producers 
that rely on the artificial 
sweetener

If any of the mildew spots 
remain, you may wash the 
washables with the following 
treatment or send nonwashables 
to the dry cleaners. 
Wash the mildew area with 
soap or detergent and water 
Rinse well and dry in sun. 
If the stain remains, use 
bleach or lemon juice and salt. 
Be sure to test colored fabric for 
colorfastness to the bleach. 
The lemon juice and salt 
theory goes like this.

Federation publication cautions 
youngsters — and their parents 
— to resist the temptation to 
adopt wild creatures, even if 
they 
appear 
to 
have 
been 
abandoned by their mothers 
There are dangers for both 
young anim als and young foster 
"parents," the children's nature 
magazine advises. First, there

babies will die in captivity — 
unless they get more care and 
attention than most people can 
give.

For example, a baby raccoon 
grew up to be a treacherous 
vandal indoors and had to exist 
in a cage It could not survive in 
the wild because its instincts 
had not been nurtured by its 
mother Also, a cuddly bobcat 
became a biter and when full 
grown had to be de-clawed and 
its eye teeth pulled in order to 
stay with the family that took it 
in 
A little animal alone in the

(AP) - 
Stephens College has received a 
federal grant to ftind solar 
heating for a planned visitors 
center on the college campus in 
Columbia, it was announced 
Tuesday. 
Stephens is the first college 
in Missouri to receive funds 
from the U.S. Energy and Re­ 
search and Development Ad­ 
ministration for a commercial 
solar heated building, accord­ 
ing to the Stephens director of 
grants, Edmund Ciaglia. 
Sen. Thomas F. Eagleton, D- 
Mo., notified President Arland 
F. Christ-Janer of the 193,457 
grant Tuesday. 
Of 300 applications, the grant 
is one of 80 projects in 33 states 
to be funded. 
The four-story building will 
include admissions offices, a 
faculty lounge and rooms for 
guests of the college. It will en­ 
close 13,900 square feet of 
space. 
The roof of the building com­ 
posed of 180 glass panels will 
be slanted to the south at a 50 
degree angle to collect solar 
radiation. Heat will be trans­ 
ferred to water by copper tub­ 
ing containing a solution of 
anti-freeze and water located 
beneath 
the collectors 
and 
coiled inside a 5,000-gallon wa­ 
ter tank. The hot water will be 
pumped through pipes through­ 
out the building to maintain a 
therm ostatically-controlled 
te m ­ 
perature. 
The sun will provide about 70 
per cent of the building's heat 
with a gas-fired boiler provid­ 
ing the remainder. 
Funds totaling $400,000 were 
donated to the university for 
construction of the visitors cen­ 
ter building.

In the Senate, the Govern­ 
mental Affairs Committee sent 
the bill to the floor by 10-2 vote 
on Tuesday. The House Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee ap­ 
proved the measure, 22-21. 
The legislation would estab­ 
lish a new agency to take the 
side of consumers before feder­ 
al regulatory agencies. 
Proponents say the agency is 
needed because consumers usu­ 
ally are not represented in such 
proceedings. Opponents say the 
m easure will only create a new 
federal bureaucracy that is un­ 
needed. 
Supporters were predicting 
only last month that strong 
backing by the Carter adminis­ 
tration would enable the bill to 
sail through Congress. In a

tration support, Vice President

backing for the bill in telephone 
calls to House committee mem­ 
bers shortly before they voted. 
But the narrow m argin in the 
committee was viewed by sup­ 
porters and opponents as an in­ 
dication of the bill’s uncertain 
future.

ANDERSON, Calif, (AP) - 
it was a nightmarish scene 
plucked from the chilling movie 
"The Birds" — thousands of 
twittering swifts dive-bombing 
Dottie Sherlock's chimney. 


"It was the most fascinating 
thing I’ve ever seen," Mrs. 
Sherlock said in a telephone In­ 
terview Tuesday aa a chimney 
sweep was removing the last 
carcasses of the birds that had 
beat themselves to death iniide 
the chimney. 
"It was just like out of an Al­ 
fred Hitchcock movie,” she 
added referring to the Hitch­ 
cock movie where thousands of 
birds attacked humans. 
The Monday incident was the 
second time in a week that a 
home in rural Shasta County, 
200 miles north of San Fran­ 


cisco, had been assaulted by 
huge flocks of birds. Last week 
a home In nearby Redding was 
also “attacked” by swifts, the 
Are department reported. 
Experts are hard-preseed to 
come up with a reason. 


"I can’t really explain it," 
said Dr. Murray Fowler, a vet­ 
erinarian at the Davis campus 
of the University of California. 
A swift is a small, plainly 
colored bird which resembles a 
swallow. 
“We heard the noise and 
looked outside,” Mrs. Sherlock 
said. "A huge black cloud of 
birds was over the house, then 
30 or 40 would dive bomb into 
the chimney. The flock would 
circle and then 30 or 40 more 
would do it again." 
But the birds were remark- 


aoly 
calm, especially those 
which managed to get out of 
the chimney. 
"My 11-year-old boy held one 
in his hand for over an hour," 
she said. “At first 1 didn't want 
him to go out, but the birds 
weren't pecking or biting. Some 
were sitting on my dog and he 
didn’t even bark." 
The birds forced soot from 
the chimney into the house and 
hundreds of dead bodies fell to 
the bottom where they were 
trapped by the closed flue. Al­ 
though there was little other 
damage, Mrs. Sherlock isn’t 
taking any chances. 
“ It’s 
a 
one-in-a-million 
thing," she said. "But as soon 
as the chimney sweep leaves, 
I’m going to put a screen over 
the chimney. They might be 
beck."

ANDERSON, Calif. (A P) - 
It was a 
nightmarish scene 
plucked from the chilling m ovie 
"The Bird»'* — thousand* of 
tw ittering swift* dive-bombing 
Dottie Sherlock'* chimney 


"It was the moet fascinating 
thing I’ve ever *een," Mr* 
Sherlock said in a telephone in­ 
terview Tuesday as a chimney 
•weep w as removing the last 
carcasses of the birds that had 
beat them selves to death inside 
the chim ney 
"It was ju st like out of an Al­ 
fred 
Hitchcock

added referring to the Hitch­ 
cock movie where thousands of 
birds attacked humans. 
The Monday incident was the 
second tim e in a week that a 
home in rural Shasta County, 
200 mile* north of San Fran­ 


cisco, had been assaulted by 
huge flocks of birds Last week 
a homa in nearby Redding waa 
also "attacked” by awifts, the 
fire department reported. 
Experts are hard-preased to 
com e up with a reason, 


"I can’t really explain it," 
aaid Dr. Murray Fowler, a vet­ 
erinarian at the Davis campus 
of the University of California. 
A swift is a small, plainly 
colored bird which resem bles a 
swallow.

A special 
provision of the Wilderness Act

unnecessary 
restrictions 
on 
other uses, including that of 
timber, the primitive character 
ofteharea....” 
This provision — with its 
double negative, “without un­ 
necessary restrictions” — has 
been die basis for controversy 
since the Wilderness Act was 
passed in 1964. The U.S. Forest 
Service has interpreted the 
provision to mean that logging is 
permissible, and it has allowed 
timbering in large portions of 
the virgin forest along the 
southern part of the area. 
Conservationists, on the other 
hand, claim that the intent and 
spirit of the Wilderness Act 
requires that the virgin forest be 
protected and preserved to

the BWCA, with Us associated

ami wetlands, has 
develped over thousands of 
years in response to the climate,

More than a million acres in 
size, the BWCA contains vast 
I acreages of virgin forests over 
half of its knds^The other half 
has been logged, bagkmhw in 
the late 1800’s and continuing 
through 1978.

While much at the ares of early 
logging has partially recovered 
by natural reforestation and in a

FRANKFORT, Ky. (AP) — A 
hunter clad in buckskins steals 
quietly through a leafy glade, 
pausing occasionally to sound a 
turkey call. 
He knows the end of April is 
the best time to hunt wild gob­ 
blers in the rugged, densely 
wooded hills where the Licking 
River flows through Eastern 
Kentucky.

No, he is a 20th century nim- 
rod, one of many who seek out 
the wild seclusion of the 7,900- 
acre pioneer weapons hunting 
area in Daniel Boone National 
Forest. 
For 15 years, the area has 
been set aside for hunters who 
want to shoulder the weapons, 
and often don the wardrobe, of 
two centuries ago. 
The U.S. Forest Service and 
the Kentucky Department of

The greatest cause of fires and 
Vjpfosions aboard recreational 
boats is the ignition of gasoline 
fumes that have collected in the 
lower parts of the boat.

If clean air isn’t forced into 
these spaces to blow the gasoline 
vapors out of the boat, it ac­ 
cumulates there waiting for the 
first spark — from a cigarette 
ash or even from an electrical 
switch. 
Think about this for a second, 
one cup of gasoline allowed to 
vaporize has the same potential 
explosive power as fifteen sticks 
of dynamite. It doesn’t take 
much imagination to picture 
what effect that power would 
have exploding into the bilges of 
a 25-foot cabin cruiser. 
To date, no completely 
foolproof ventilation system has 
bee« developed. However, craft 
with enclosed fuel and engine 
spaces are reonired to have 


some form of adequate ven­ 
tilation. 
Most ventilation systems 
today employ a series of cowls 
and tubing. Fresh air is directed 
into lower bilges spaces using 
forward-facing 
wind 
scoops 
commonly called cowls. Large 
flexible tubes lead down from 
the cowls into the spaces to be 
ventilated. If these spaces en­ 
close an engine, the intake tube 
should reach down at least 
below the level of the carburetor 
intake. 
A similar tube, or set of tubes, 
leads from near the bottom of 
the engine spaces upward to an 
after-facing exha use exhaust 
cowl. The forward motion of the 
craft creates a vacuum that 
draws the vapor up and out of 
the enclosed spaces. 
The 
exhaust tubing should extend as 
low as passible into the bilges 
without being n a position where 
it may be blocked by any ac­ 
cumulation of bilge water. 
The 
minimum allowable 


diameter of the tubing con­ 
nected to the cowls is two inches 
Remember, the exhaust cowl 
method only works if the vessel 
is in motion. To ventilate your 
enclosed spaces during starting 
or idling, either completely open 
the engine compartment or use 
special vapor and explosion- 
proof electric fans. If you choose 
a powered blower, make sure 
you select a spark-proofed, 
electric on-off switch.
